SHANGHAT. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 17th 


August ; no later mail from London had arrived out. The 
following items of news are from the North China Herald :— 


After four days northerly wind, a few hours of which in ordi- 
nary summers means a thunderstorm, rain at last fell on the 12th 
August, The absence of thunderstorms is one remarkable feature 
in this very peculiar summer. The monsoon has been strong, 
the drought continuous, the heat fully up to average ; and we 
only remember one thunderstorm during the last two months. 
Four days northerly.wind in the beginning of August without 
rain or thunder is a feature worth recording. The barometer was 
low on the 11th, and threatened a storm, but nothing happened, 
except that the wind travelled round the compass, ending again 
in the east and north on the 12th, from which quarters the 
heavy showers that fell came up. We hear that several water- 
spouts were seen in the distance, in the direction of the Yangtaze. 

Mariners are indebted to the Great Northern Telegraph Com- 
pany for the free transmission daily between Hong Kong, Amoy, 
and Shanghai of a meteorological register, which is placed at the 
disposal of the public at each port ; and when the line to Naga- 
saki is repaired that port will be included in the series. To ex- 
plain more clearly, a record of the weather of each of the four 
ports at ten A.M. is transmitted, directly after that hour, to each 
of the others, so that a complete table is ready at each, about 
noon, of the weather prevailing about two hours previously at 
the whole four. The community are indebted, we believe, to 
Mr. Dreyer, the manager of the Great Northern Telegraph 
Company at Shanghai, for originating the idea. 

The Great Northern Telegraph Company have erected a land 
line to Woosung, and have opened a telegraph station there, 
from which messages of twenty words will be sent to Shanghai 
useful in case of accidents to shipping. 
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The new line is erected over the ground of the Woosung Tram- 
way Company. The original intention has been to extend the 
Hongkew line to Woosung, along the river bank ; but the Tram- 
way Company’s recent acquisilion afforded the double advantage 
of a straighter line, aud of foreign-owned land on which to erect 
the posts. Arrangements were accordingly made with the new 
proprietors ; and the work, begun last May, was completed early 
this month. The posts carry three wires, one for communication 
with Nagasaki, one with the South, and one for Woosung alone. 
It is worthy of remark that no Srpemuen was offered by the 
country people, who were interested in the undertaking by well- 

id labour, or by the tepaos, who have been similarly interested 
in caring for the safety of the wires. Occasional old women 
iroested musically against the innovation, but these were easily 
converted to friends by a still more musical jingle. It is three 
months since the work was begun, and neither during its pro- 
gress nor since its completion has the slightest trouble been ex- 
perienced. 

On the report of the health officer, the Chinese owners of ten 
extensive piggeries within the bounds of the Settlement have 
been proseedea against by the Municipality, at the Mixed Court. 
These places, being undrained and ill-kept, are nuisances of the 
most noisome and dangerous kind in the crowded Chinese quar- 
ters. The owners demurred to being disturbed, but Chen ordered 
them to abate the nuisance within a period of seven days, fail- 
ing which they would again be brought before the Court and 
punished. 

About two years ago the French Municipal Council decided to 
prosecute one of their collectors, Mr. R. Godaert, a Belgian sub- 

ect, for embezzlement and appropriation of public money, &c. 
in March, 1872, the Consular Court of Belgium dismissed the 
case. The French Municipal Council appealed, on the ground 
that the judges had not been properly sworn in, and the case not 
fairly inquired into. The Court of Appeal at Brussels has ad- 
mitted the want of formality with regard to the swearing in of 
the judges, and annulled the decision of the Consular Court, but 


maintained that the case had been properly inquired into, and, | 


judging for itself after perusal of the further information sent to 
the Attorney-General, came to the same conclusion as the Con- 
sular Court. ; 

H.M.S. Thetis has arrived from Hong Kong, to relieve the 
Rinaldo, which is to proceed to Chefoo. 

A slight collision has occurred in the harbour, through the 
Weymouth, berthed, it is said, in rather close proximity, fouling 
the Rinaldo, the damage caused amounting to about Tis. 150. 

The China Mail Steam Navigation steamer Union met with 
an accident to her machinery on her last voyage hence to Han- 
kow, and was towed back to Shanghai by the Hanyang. She is 
now undergoing repairs. 

The steamer Douglus, with the ex-Hoppo of Canton and suite 
on board, arrived on August 15, and moored off the Hongkew 
Wharf. Afterastay of afew days the Douglas goes on to Taku. 

A spirited Chinaman has started a daily Chinese newspaper 
at Hankow, price ten cash per copy. We wish it all success, but 
doubt whether Hankow is quite ready for the innovation. Even 
in Shanghai there is some difficulty in maintaining independence 
with a Chinese paper without exciting official hostility. It will 
be more difficult still at Hankow. 

The following items are from the Shanghai Courier :— 

We regret to record the death, on the 11th August, of Mr. A. 
J. Johnston, for many years Secretary to our Municipal Council. 
Originally connected with the Commissariat Department of the 
British army, he entered the service of the Municipality about 
the end of 1862 in the capacity of accountant. On the retirement 
of Mr. Gould, about 1865, he succeeded to the position of secre- 
tary, which he has held till his death. Urbanity and kindliness 
were marked features of the manner in which he discharged the 
duties of his office. His loss at the present time, when several 
important changes in the Municipality are in contempation, will 
be severely felt by the Council. His funeral took place at the 
New Cemetery, on the 12th August, and was very largely at- 
tended. As a token of respect, the Municipal offices were closed 
on the 11th and 12th. 

The Viceroy of the Two Kiang has caused to be presented to 
Messrs. Perkins, Clodd, Pointing, and Jessup, recently drill in- 
structors in the camp at Feng-wen-shan, massive gold medals 
suitably inscribed, in recognition of the value of their services. 
One side of the medals bears, in beautifully cut Chinese charac- 
ters, the inscription : “ Badge of Merit,” while on the reverse the 
legend runs: “Given as a mark of approbation by Li, Impe- 
rially-appointed Minister, Superintendent of Trade.” The Li 
named is Li-tsung-hsi, Governor-General of Kiangsu, Kiangsi, 
and Anwhui. ; 

A correspondent at Kiukiang, writing on the 6th Aug., says 
that the fears of the foreign residents of the annual inundation 
of the Settlement have begun to pass away, as, at the date 
named, the water was still two feet below the level of the Bund. 
The report from Hankow is equally favourable. 

Among the passengers who left on the 12th Aug. by the 
American Mail was the Hon. F. F. Low, U.S. Minister to 
Peking, who goes home on leave of absence, leaving Dr. 8. Wells 
Williams Charge d’Attaires pro tem. 

The Summer Vacation of H.B.M. Supreme Court has com- 
menced and will continue till the 11th September. 
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HONG KONG. - 
Our advices extend to the 23rd August ; the P. and O. mail 
from London July 11 arrived out on the 22nd August. The fol- 
lowing items of news are from the Hong Kong Daily Press :— 


The Legislative Council met on the 19th Aug, when t} “Hon- 
R. Rowett brought forward a motion of which he had gifefi no- 
tice, with reference to permission being granted to clients to con- 
sult with counsel direct in certain cases. He explained that 
considerable public feeling. existed on the subject, and gave in 
detail the grounds upon phich he considered the motion should 
be carried. Ho urg Rep oder of his measure being 
adopted, on the grourds of ‘economy to clients, alluding to the 


enormous expenses of legal progeodings, and pointedly noticing 
the length to which spme cases Attain in the Supreme Court, es- 
peae the recent case of the Official Assignee v. Ng-chap-ting. 

e alluded to the enormeus expenses attending the Min case, 
which, he believed} =Cxing both sides, came to no less than 
$30,000, and res 7mm an appeal home, when the decision was 
reversed, and the“txpenditure of all this money proved useless, 
He also noticed the enormously long and expensive proceedings 
in connection with Cama’s bankruptcy ; and in further illustra- 
tion of the heavy expenses of law in Hong Kong, he said that 
although he did not pretend that the Press in Hong Kong was 
faultless, it was possible for anyone who wished to be down upon 
it to bring a libel action, knowing that the proprietor, even if he 
won the action, would be a heavy loser. fie could not see how 
the profession of barristers pond be dishonoured by their re- 
ceiving fees from clients, any more than from solicitors, nor did 
he see that there was any reason to conclude that clients would 
be likely to propose any improper lines of action to barristers 
any more than solicitors. He then put the resolution, which was 
as follows :— 

That for the convenience, and in the interest of the public, it is de- 
sirable that all barristers-at-law admitted to practice as advocates of 
the Supreme Court in this colony, shall be permitted to take business 
from clients personally, without the intervention of attornies, in all 
cases except those in which litigation has been actually commenced in 
the Supreme Court, and that at the earliest convenient opportunity the 
Government of this colony shall adopt such means as may be necessary 
to that end. 

The Attorney-General opposed the resolution, on the grounds 
that it went much farther than was necessary, and that the amal- 

mation system was undesirable, contrary to the practice at 

ome, which received the approval of the large majority of 
authorities, calculated to lead to abuses, and to fail to save the 
public any expense. He proposed to substitute the following :— 

The Council, having regard to the expression of opinion as contained 
in a letter recently addressed to the Government by a large proportion 
of the mercantile community, are of opinion that it is expedient to 
modify to a certain extent the rules of the legal profession, which 
restrict barristers from giving consultations and opinions, and transact- 
ing other business, in certain cases, without the intervention of an 
attorney, but that such modifications should be expressly defined and 
limited, in such way as may be deemed advisable, so as to meet the 
reasonable requirements of the public, without affecting an amalgma- 
tion of the two branches of the legal profession. 

After some discussion, the Attorney-General’s motion was put 
to the meeting, and carried by six votes against two. 

A correspondence has recently taken place with the local Go- 
vernment on the subject of matsheds. The public is kept going 
round in a complete circle. The Colonial-Secretary refers them 
to the law ; the law, as it stands, according to the explanation of 
it given at the Council, makes the Surveyor-General the sole 
person authorised to prosecute people whose matsheds are a nui- 
sance, and Mr. John M. Price, on his attention being called to 
two of the most dangerous matsheds in the Colony, refers the 
applicant back again to the Government, indulging at the same 
time in a very unbecoming sneer. 

The Chinese Emigrant Ship Ordinance has been confirmed b 
the Queen, and will be forthwith proclaimed in the Gazette. e 
need not remind our readers of the stringent nature of this Or- 
dinance. It wil: be strictly enforced from the 25th August.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Our advices from this port extend to the Ist Sept.; the 
P. and O. mail from London July 25 arrived out on the 25th 
August, and the following French mail of Aug. 1 on Aug. 30. 
Phe following summary of news is from the Straits Tim's i 

The memorial to the late Colonel Macpherson in the’ »apound 
of St. Andrew’s Cathedral has been finished, and, aft., Aaving 
waited for some time the action of Government in the matter, 
we must give expression to the feeling of general surprise and 
disapproval which exists in the community that no notice was 
taken of its completion by a public and official ceremonial of a 
simple and formal character. It is a public monument erected 
in a public place (it is true by private subscription), on public 
ground, in honour of a meritorious public servant of long 
standing, and we cannot help thinking it should have been 
publicly recognised when it had been put up, The column 
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looks handsome enough, but its slight size is greatly dwarfed by 
N 


the noble Cathedral, in the planning and erection of whic 
Colonel Macpherson took so much pains and trouble, and of which 
he was justly proud. It appears to ua, also, that it will not be 
very ‘ang before the column will be overshadowed and rendered 
part4dy invisible by the trees, and by way of some remedy we 
woula suggest that the granite pedestal on which it stands could 
be elevated considerably, without causing any disproportion be- 
tween them. 

We have had occasion, in numerous iustances, to comment 
upon the irrezularities of the Port-office, and capecially the utter 
disregard for the public convenience which has been the special 
characteristic of its head since his appointment, The captain of the 
steamer Ben Ledi has been prosecuted for neglect of the delivery 
in proper time of the mail which he carried. While, from the 
evidence and the verdict given, the case against the captain 
appears to have been a trivial one, and somewhat vexatious to 
Captain Buchanan ; still we would not say that Mr. Trotter was 
entirely unjustified in bringing it, for captains are apt to becareless 
in such matters in these days of ocean-racing, when their energies 
are mainly directed to hurrying on, and it is well to remind them 
now and then of their responsibilities. However, what we would 
now call the chief attention to is the naive evidence given by Mr. 
Trotter, and his very original views as to the duties of his office, 
how he performs them, and his conception of what he owes to 
the public. Mr. Trotter appears ae with the idea that 
he is entitled to come to office when 
or eleven o’clock, and to leave, say, between three and four o’clock, 
or any time convenient. Mails arrive here from all quarters at 
any hour of the day or night, and men of business expect their 
letters very sharp. What is that to the great Postmaster-General of 
H.M.’s Straits Settlements? His subordinates must attend to such 
small matters, and it is quite a sufficient day’s work for him to sign 
his name. How can Mr. Trotter be expected to know at what 
hour merchants generally go home? How can any one suffi- 
ciently admire the lofty scorn with which he exclaims, “ I know 
nothing about the merchants or their habits!” We hope the 
merchants are now extinguished for evermore. Clearly this is 
not the place for Mr. Trotter. The Foreign-office, Downing- 
street, might afford some scope for his high talents, aristocratic 
habits, and refinement. 


Penang, though a small community, does not appear to find 
one newspaper enough for it, and we have to welcome the birth 
of a new contemporary from that Settlement, to replace the de- 
fanct Argus. It is printed and published by Mr. W. Thompson. 
The introductory notice merely says that it is established in 
place of the late Argus, and that it a eae only upon its own 
merits to secure it support. We wish our new contemporary 
every success.

IMPORTS. 

H10c0-Osaka.—The change for the better noticed in our last report 
had not been followed up, and prices generally closed rather lower 
and weaker than before. Cottons: Black Velvets were somewhat 
higher in the early part of the month, and in demand for quantities, 
apparently on speculation, for while the amount of sales had not been 
in comparison to what appeared to be required, prices had relapsed, and 
were quoted lower than before. The only other article which showed 
an improvement was Black Sateens, though offers remained behind the 
expectations of holders. Woollens: Better inquiry for Black Goods, 
such as Black Lastings, Black Cloth, Union Cloth, and Pilots; Black 
Orleans were lower ; other imports unchanged. 

SHancusat.—The Piece Goods market had been in a lifeless state 
throughout the week ; but since the rainfall—which had extended over 
the greater part of Kiangsu and Chekiang—the natives had been less 
despondent, and were beginning to speak more hopefully of the future. 
At Tientsin the internal transit was entirely stopped by the force of 
the river currents. Moreover, it was said that if communication were 








re-established, it would take days to work off the accumulation—in im- | ———_]—__|___ —_ 


—of the three weeks. The tone of the Hankow market had im- 
proved slightly, and a larger business had been going on, but prices had 
still to rise somewhat before they reached the Shanghai standard. By 
last accounts the river had fallen, and the fears of disaster by flood this 
season were abating. 

Foocucw.—The only sale of Piece Goods reported during the week 
had beert, one of 600 pieces of 83 lbs, Grey Shirtings at $2.674 per 
piece. 1° 1 was quoted at $8 per picul to Teamen, at which price about 
600 pigr®%.* changed hands. 

Hoxe?’“oxa.—No special movement had taken place, and values 
generally are much the same as last quoted. Rice was being moder- 
ately bought at well maintained and, in some instances, better prices. 

ManiLa.—Immediately after the departure of last mail the tone of 
the market became much weaker, some importers offering their stocks 
of staples at a considerable reduction from late rates. Coloured Goods 
had also been rather more freely offered, and values of many classes 
were lower.

26 for the best 
Ningchow obtainable, Gireca had also attracted considerable attention, 
at very full prices for the really choicest parcels, but at easier rates for 
other kinds. Buying had heen pretty equally divided between English 
and American operators, ‘Ils. 45 had been paid for one chop of fine 
drawing Teenkai for shipment to the latter country. Settlements, 
21,128 half-chests ; stock, 47,900 half-chests. 

FoocHow.—Settlements during the week had been on a moderate 
seale at about previous rates. Congou: Settlements 16,800 chests 
at Tls. 4 to 21, and Tls. 24 for one small lot. Though prices showed 
no quotable change a quieter tone had prevailed ; arrivals 20,500 
chests. Souchong had been in active demand, especially for the higher 
gradea, settlements amounting to 4,500 chests at Tls. 184 to 344, and 
for a small parcel Tls. 44; prices were fully maintained ; arrivals 2,900 
chests. Oolvong ; Settlements had only amounted to 300 half-chests at 
Tis. 164 to Tls, 18}; arrivals 6,700 half-chests. Scented Teas : Settle- 
ments 2,700 boxes at Tls. 20 to 24; prices had been maintained ; ar- 
rivals 5,900 boxes. Flowery Pekoes : Settlements 450 chests at Tls. 26 
to 45; arrivals nil. 

Tamstl.— Business in Ooloongs in the interval had been brisker, but 
at rather irregular rates ; the bulk of the Teas settled were fully good 
to superior cargo at a short price of $16 to 20 per picul. Natives were 
still packing on their own account, and there were about 3,000 half- 
chests waiting an opportunity of shipment to Hong Kong or Foochow. 
Stocks on offer were about 1,500 piculs, principally of common grades 

Asoy.—Settlements of Ovloung had been going on very quietly, only 
about 1,200 half-chests having been reported as purchased since the 
13th Aug., at the rates last quoted. No further purchases had been 
made in Congou. 

Canton.—No change in the condition of the market; buying had 
been confined almost entirely to one house, and previous prices were 
for the present firmly maintained. Settlements were reported as 
follows :—6,000 boxes Scented Orange Pekoe at Tls. 15 to 27 and 7,000 
poxes Scented Caper at Tls. 13.50 to 25. The Deerhound would pro- 
pably clear from this port on 23rd Aug. to fill up at Macao for London, 


SILK. 

Saancuar.—aA large and steady business had been done during the 
week. Settlements were estimated at 2,500 bales, making total to date 
18,500 bales, The settlements were in reality larger, but a good many 
parcels had been rejected on inspection. Tsatlees No. 4 and inferior 
sorts had been the most in demand. The Chinese had been rather 
firmer, and some parcels had been bought at a slight advance, but this 
was the exception, and prices generally were the same as last mail's. 
Several lots purchased just after the departure of last mail showed a 
decline of Tls. 5 per picul. Amongst the settlements were—Dragon 
Chop No. 3 (rejected), Tls. 4774 ; Donkey Chop No. 3, Tls. 4774 ; Gold 
Lion No. 1, Tls. 440 ; Ku-kee’s “ Chin-jan,” Tls. 405 ; Blue Elephants, 
Tls. 385 to 390; Red Peacocks Tls. 385. Total export to date 16,900 
bales, against 25,000 bales in 1872. Stock 9,000 bales, : 

Canton.—No change had taken place in the market, and settlements 
had been moderate, being in all 135 bales. Fourth crop Silks had not 
yet arrived on the market, but were expected in the course of a few 
days. Quotations and stocks were unchanged,

From the new Navy List, published on the 1st inst., it appears that 
though several alterations have been made during the quarter, the 
strength of the Royal Navy has been but little affected. Ten vessels, 
having 78 guns and of 2,724-horse power, have been paid off, but against 
these, seven have been commissioned, bearing 82 guns, and of 2,660- 
horse power. Theo changes on the China statiun have been very few. 
Captain Parish has succeeded Commodore Shortt, a3 captain of the 
Princess Charlotte ; and the Leven, gunboat, has been paid off. Since 
the List has been printed, the Swinger, gunboat, has been commissioned 
for the China station. 

Captain H. D. Hickley, who has been appointed to the Audacious, 
coastguard ship in the river Humber, served in the Princess Royal, 
flagship ov the China station, from January to May, 1867. From the 
latter date till April, 1868, when he was invalided, he commanded the 
Adventure, troopship, also on the China station. 

The Adventure, Captain the Hon. A. D. 8. Denison, was paid off at 
Sheerness on the 27th ult., under the supervision of the officers of the 
steam reserve and dockyard. She has been in commission upwards of 
ten years, during which time she has been employed principally in 
China. 

Captain Roberts, of the 1st regiment, who has just retired, served in 
the campaign in China in 1860, including the taking of Sinho and 
Tangku, the occupation of Tientsin, the actions of September 18 and 
21, and the surrender of Peking, for which he received medal with 
clasps. 

Deputy Commissary Oxley, of the Control Department, who went on 
service to Japan in 1867, and subsequently proceeded to Ceylon, where 
he has been stationed two or three years, is about to return to England. 

Information has been received of the safe arrival of the party of 
officers and men of the navy lent to the Japanese Government as in- 
structors at the Imperial Naval College. 

The Malabar will leave Portsmouth on the 2nd of December with 
the 57th regiment for Colombo, and there embark another regiment for 
Bombay. 

Captain C. W. Thompson, at present on leave, has been ordered to 
join No. 6 battery of the 2nd Brigade of Royal Artillery in Ceylon.

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THE CONSULAR REPORTS ON THE TRADE OF 
CHINA. 


(Concluded. ) 
HANKOW. 

The tables appended to the report of Mr. Consul Hughes 
show the value of the Import trade of the port for 1872 to have 
been *4.. 10,717,163, or £3,150,847, or deducting the re-exports, to 
£3,123,959. The Imports from Great Britain were £899, from 
the Continent £6,174, from Singapore £1,866, from Hong Kong 
£476, and from Chinese ports £3,141,432. The Exports and 
re-Exports for the year are returned at Tls. 20,218,680, or 
£5,944,291, divided thus:—To Great Britain £952,169, to Odessa 
£214,553, to Australia £21,662, to Chinese ports £4,755,601. 

As regards Imports there had been a considerable falling off 
in the receipts of shirtings, both grey and white, as compared 
with 1871, but an increase compared with other preceding years. 
The import of T-cloths, drills, and fancy cotton goods—except 
damasks, which had shown a slight decrease—had increased, but 
in woollens of all descriptions there had been a marked decline. 
The importation of opium had declined to a large extent, having 
reached only 2,512 piculs, against 3,144 piculs in 1871 and 3,679 
piculs in 1870. The falling off is attributed to the increasing 
use of the native-grown drug, which is growing in favour not 
only on account of its being relatively cheaper, but by reason of 
its being a milder narcotic than the Indian production. On the 
whole Mr. Hughes considers the year to have been an unsatis- 
factory one for the Import trade. The depression was due in 
part to the scarcity of food which prevailed at the close of the 
year 1871 and during the earlier months of 1872 throughout the 
province of Sze-chuan, and partly to heavy losses sustained by 
the native traders arising from depreciation of credit. 

There had been an increase in the Export of tea over every 

revious year since 1867, but the excess had been chiefly in 
trick tes for the Siberian market. The comparative total Ex- 
port during the six years was 43,023,600 Ibs. in 1867, 
53,857,466 Ibs. in 186%, 60,408,000 Ibs, in 1869, 56,230,265 Ibs. 
in 1870, 71,580,133 Ibs. in 1871, and 73,366,266 Ibs. in 1872. 
The report says : 

The quantity of tea placed on the market was 2,500,000 Ibs. less than 
in the previous season, but the export from the south mure than made 
up for any deficiency here ; and the result was that, as steamer after 
steamer laden with tea arrived, vid the Suez Canal, the London market 
was found inadequate to dispose of a stock so rapidly accumulating. 
The consequent losses to the shippers were, in many cases, very con- 
siderable. A feature in the tea trade which promises well for the 
future of Hankow is the increasing business done on the spot. For- 
merly the bulk of the tea was sent on to the Shanghai market ; in 1872, 
nearly two-thirds of the whole amount was disposed of here. The in- 
crease in the exports of tea from 43,000,000 Ibs. in 1867 to 73,000,000 
in 1872 is very remarkable, and seems to indicate that, however large 
the demand, the supply is equally elastic. 

The Export of silk had been 5,727 piculs, value about 
£384,000, showing a considerable increase, which had also oc- 
curred in the case of tobacco. The export of this last-named 
product had been 90,425 piculs, against 54,089 piculs in the pre- 
vious year. In its leaf form tobacco had been exported to a 
large extent to England, and it is believed that it is used for the 
manufacture of the so-called Turkish tobacco, as well as of 
cigars. 

The bulk of the trade of the port had been carried on by 
steamers of the Shanghai Steam Navigation and the Union Com- 
panies, but a small steamer under the British flag had been run- 
ning on the river, with profit to her owners. The lorcha trade 
had continued to be profitable, but was expected to suffer 
seriously by the increased steamer accommodation to be estab- 
lished during the. present year. The direct trade with foreign 
countries had employed six steamers to England via the Suez 
Canal, and two steamers by the same route to Odessa. Not a 
single accident had occurred to any of these vessels in the river. 

The rate of exchange had fluctuated during the year between 
5s. 11}d. and 6s, 4d., the average of the year being 6s. 1}d. 

KIUKIANG. 

Mr. W. I. King, Vice-Consul, reports that the trade for the 
year had resulted in an increase over 1871 amounting to 
£718,531. The total for 1871 was £3,037,094, viz. : Exports 
£2,121,346, Imports £915,746. The total for 1872 was £3,756,675, 
viz.: Exports £2,661,541, Imports £1,079,176. The trade of 
1871 exceeded that of 1870 by £116,845. The improvement 
which had occurred during 1872 had been general throughout 
the trade, there having been no introduction of new articles of 
Commerce, nor any variation calling for special notice. The 
importation of lead had increased to the extent of 715,500 
Ibs., agid of iron hoop and wire 127,000 Ibs. ; while the export 
of d been larger by about 293,000 Ibs. than in 1871. 

For}. <seven British vessels of 10,969 tons, and 358 American 
vessels of 311,482 tons had been employed during the year in 
the coasting trade. There had been no direct trade with Eng- 
land. 

We extract the following observations from Mr. King’s re- 
port :— ; 

The prices obtained here for imports, such as piece goods and lead, 
have frequently been better than those at Hankow, and when the supe- 
rjor quality of the Kiukiang silver is taken into account, the com- 
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parison is still more in favour of this port. Against this, however, must - 
be placed a custom of longer credit which obtains here. At Hankow 
goods are paid fur from ten to fourteen days after delivery ; here from 
six to eight weeks is allowed. It would be decidedly desirable to 
shorten the term of credit; but I have not heard of any cases of 
default, and it is doubtful whether at Hankow the short credit system 
is always adhered to in practice. 

The most important matter now affecting the trade of this province 
is the operation of the transit duty system. This concerns the trade 
of the port more, perhaps, than it does that of the province, but the 
former must be affected also tu a considerable extent. As mentioned by 
Mr. Baber in his report on the trade of 1871, the Chinese Government, 
at the close of that year, had conceded the issue of transit passes for 
foreign articles to Chinese as well as to foreigners, recognising origin in- 
stead of ownership; and it was naturally expected, and much hoped, that 
this would stimulate trade here. The determined opposition of the pro- 
vincial authorities, however, prevented much advantage from being 
reaped frum this concession, aud now has nearly made it a dead letter. 
The Governor of the province, supported by the Governor-General at 
Nanking, forbade the Taoutai to publish the information of the concession 
by proclamation, as was done elsewhere ; and the information was, with 
the connivance of the Taoutai, smuggled out by the foreign Commis- 
sioner of Customs (if such a term may be used, especially with refer- 
ence to such an office). The Chinese availed themselves at once and 
largely of the privilege, and the province of Kiangsi began to be sup- 
plied with foreign imports in a natural way, from its own treaty port ; 
a stop was soon put to this, however, by the opposition of the authori- 
ties. Difficulties, delays, vexatious examination, and the employment 
of false weights, procuring subsequent confiscation at the native inland 
Customs-stations under the Governor's direction, effectually drove trade 
back to its former course ; that is to say, foreign goods, instead of tra- 
velling along the Yangtsze in steamers, are forced to take circuitous 
routes in native boats from Ningpo and Chinkiang. These goods are 
equally covered by transit passes issued by the Customs at those ports, 
and the provincial authorities there, either out of obedience to central 
authority at Peking, or alive to the advantage of supplying Kiangu and 
collecting its transit duty, insist on the Governor respecting their 
transit passes. This they are able to do, being his equals in rank and 
independent of him, while the passes issued under the seal of the 
Taoutai here, who is his subordinate, are set aside. It is difficult to 
account for the Governor's action, as the provincial revenue gains 
nothing thereby ; it swells the receipts of the foreign Customs in Che- 
kiang and Kiangsoo provinces at the expense of his own ; and, by in- 
creasing the expenses of transit, must affect the trade of the region, as 
well as the interests of the population under his jurisdiction. 

At the ports on the Yangtsze a system of bonds has been long in- 
troduced for tea shipments, instead of the deposit of coast-trade duty. 
The remission of the deposit is a concession, but the working of the 
bond system causes infinite labour and difficulty to all concerned, and 
often injustice to the giver of the bond. 


CHINKIANG AND SHANGHAI. 

The Consular Reports from these places are not included in 
the present volume. 

NINGPO. 

Mr. W. H. Fittock, the Consul at this port, values the Imports 
of the year at Tls. 7,736,220, equivalent to £2,578,740, and the 
emia at Tls, 10,529,219, equivalent to £3,509,739. The Import 
trade showed an increase over 1871 of £172,609, which was due 
to a larger consumption of British manufactures and produce. 
Cotton piece goods and lead had shown an increase ; woollen 
goods and iron a slight decrease. As regards Exports, green 
tea, the principal article of export to the foreign markets, had 
reached a value of Tls. 8,485,441, being Tls. 1,522,684 above the 
value for 1871. With reference to this, Mr. Fittock writes :— 

The abolition of the duties on this article by the United States, fol- 
lowed by Canada, gave an unprecedented impetus to the manufacture 
of this class of tea. Every leaf that could be picked was fired and 
packed off for the foreign market by the Ningpo tea-dealers. And 
though in these transactions the tea-dealer has met with serious 
losses, only partially covered, perhaps, by his previous gains, there is no 
doubt that, whatever these lusses may do to remove certain competitors 
from the field, they will not have any effect in deterring the merchants 
from being ready for any demand that may be made upon them. In 
fact, the tendency appears to be to cultivate every available patch of 
hill-ground for the tea-shrub ; and in the immediate neighbourhood of 
this port they are actually cutting down the bambvo groves for this 
purpose. But this does not necessarily argue that Ningpo will remain 
as the outlet for its export. Everything depends upon the conveniences 
and expenses of carriage, and inland exactions on the route, to make or 
mar a port. A slight fall in the rates of carriage, a lower tariff of 
dues, would divert the trade from one port to another. 

With reference to shipping the report says :— 

The tonnage entering this port during the year under review shows 
an increase of 21,769 tons over that of the previous year. British ehip- 
ping shows an increase of 3,015 tons; shipping under the United 
States flag, an increase of 14,127 tons; shipping under the North 
German flag, an increase of 4,833 tons. If rumour speaks truly, the 
monopoly of the carrying trade between this and Shanghai by steamers 
under the United States flag is soon to be contested by a company of 
steamers under the British flag. 

The importation of opium had shown an increase in value 
over that of 1871, amounting to £197,000, being more by £24,000 
than the entire increase of the Export trade. In imberr 
upon this fact, Mr. Fittock remarks that, “it may be question 
how far the increasing consumption is a matter of Sg ett 
per se; but inasmuch as it employs British-subject labour pro- 
portionately to the extent of its consumption, thereby in 
the revenue of our Indian possessions, we may safely say that it 
is highly satisfactory,” 
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FOOCHOW. 

Mr. C. A. Sinclair reports that the Import trade of this port 
had continued on a most meagre scale. In cotton goods, T-cloths 
had been the only article in which any increase was shown. 
There had been a falling off in the importation of almost all 
kinds of woollens, but metals had exhibited a slight increase, 
which, as rezards lead, amounted to 5,847 piculs, or 777,651 Ibs., 
as compared with 1871. The Lekin Tax forms a great obstacle 
to the extension of the Import trade. An application had been 
made by the native merchants to the new Governor-General on 
his arrival, praying for the abolition of this tax ; on the plea 
that for war purposes it was no longer required, rebellion having 
been put down, and tranquillity restored ; but the petition was 
rejected. 

The opium trade showed an increase over the preceding year, 
the total sales having been 3,250 chests, against 3,188 chests in 
1871; but the value of the drug had been from month to month 
on a declining scale. The growth of the native production had 
been carried on with less success than in previous years, and the 
quantity produced had been sinall, not exceeding 100 piculs. 

The export of tea for the year reached a total of 85,712,310 Ibs, 
The export to Great Britain had been 4,000,000 Ibs., and to Aus- 
tralia 2,750,000 Ibs. greater than in 1871. The shipments of tea 
to Great Britain were made in twenty-nine steamers, and twenty- 
three sailing vessels, all of which, with the exception of three 
steamers, were under the British flag. Mr. Sinclair’s remarks on 
the trade may be summarised as follows :— 

It is seriously apprehended that the year 1872 will, on the whole, prove 
unfortunate for shippers of tea. The early departure of the steamers 
through the Suez Canal with heavy cargves of tea, clashing as they 
did with the cxport from Hankow and Shanghai, predisposed the home 
trade to look unfavourably on Foochow teas, and this prejudice has 
prevailed throughout the season. The time of arrival of the first teas 
was inopportune, viz., July and August, the dullest months in the 
English trade ; and as the telegrams had already notified a heavy 
export, buyers were not unwilling to operate, but were well able to 
abstain from purchasing except at a very advantageous rate. But it 
must be said, that what chiefly is the cause of the unsatisfactory out- 
turn of Foochow teas is the continued action of foreign merchants and 
agents established at the port, in persistently keeping up prices in the 
face of the most discouraging result of the first shipments. It is not 
until every purchaser has some interest, however small, beyond his 
commission, in the trade, that there will be a likelihood of the system 
at present in vogue, of imprudent speculation, coming to an end. 

Tco great facility is, moreover, given by the teamen to buyers for 
exportation, in selling their teas towards the end of the season, against 
payment only in the spring of the ensuing year, at a credit of several 
months, for the mere sake of obtaining a higher price for the produce ; 
and this they seem to prefer doing rather than part with the teas to 
parties with funds ready in hand to pay for them. The result is, that 
a price far beyond the intrinsic value of the tea ia set on the later and 
inferior qualities of tea. It amounts to this, that the teamen and 
brokers have no use for their money until the opening of the tea 
market in the following spring, and are, therefore, only too willing to 
leave the last purchases unpaid for months, they being satisfied with a 
higher price than they would otherwise get for the inferior teas. In 
this way they are often able to make good any lossea they may have 
sustained in their speculations in first crop tea. This system of long 
credits has a disastrous influence on the Foochow market, and must 
tend to keep up prices beyond all reason. 

The export of tea will continue to be the chief trade of Foochow, 
and if conducted with prudence by foreign firms, it is a trade that is 
sure to leave satisfactory results to all parties concerned. But, on the 
other hand, if too much speculation is indulged in, in the first place by 
the natives who buy the tea of the growers for resale to the foreign 
merchants, through which process the price of the tea is greatly ad- 
vanced, then, in this scramble for profits, it must follow that the year 
will close, for some of thuse engaged, with loss and disappointment. 

Tonnage had been in fair supply throughout the season with- 
out having been excessive, and the rates of freight which had 
been current had proved satisfactory to all parties. The steamer 
employed in the Chinese coasting trade had been fully engaged, 
and at remunerative prices. 

The total value of British Imports had been £1,049,061, and 
of British Exports £3,276,439, so that the total value of British 
trade for the year may be set down at £4,325,900. 

As regards Exchange the year had been a satisfactory one to 
the banks without injury to the mercantile interest. The average 
ruling rate for credits had been 4s. 6d. to 4s. 7d. 


AMOY. 

The tables compiled by Mr. W. H. Pedder, Consul at this 
ports show the value of British a ae for the year to have 

n £1,117,387, and of British Exports £795,075, together 
£1,912,462, The total of the direct trade, British and foreign, 
Imports and Exports, had been £2,604,084, which was an increase 
of £143,516 upon the value for 1871 ; while the indirect trade 
—valued for the year at £1,310,476—had also increased to an 
extent of £62,437. The entire value of the year's trade had 
been in merchandise £3,914,560, and in treasure £726,852, total 
£4,641,412. 

; Shipping had shown an increase of ninety-seven vessels and 
of 61,750 tons in the entries and clearances under all flags ; the 
total for the year being 1,241 vessels with an aggregate tonnage 
of 495,439 tons. To this total British steamers alone contributed 
490 vessels with an aggregate tonnage of 267,442 register tons. 
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There had been a slight decrease in the number of British sail- 


ing-vessels, but a trifling increase in their aggregate tonnage. 


SWATOW. 
The returns furnished by Mr. R. J. Forrest, the Acting Con- 


sul, show that the trade of the port compared favourably with 


the preceding year. British Imports are valued at £1,557 570, 
British Exports at £116,320, and the grand total of the direct 
trade, Imports and Exports, is set down at £1,950,412. Adding 
the value of the indirect trade —£3,374,370—we arrive at the 
total value of the trade of the port, which was £5,324,812, show- 
ing an increase of £957,310 upon 1871, and a still larger increase, 
viz, of £2,183,361 compared with 1870, With reference to this 
increase, Mr. Forrest writes :— 

Although there is an increase in the gross amount of imports, prin- 
cipally owing to the large import of rice in the early part of the year, 
there is a falling off in the amount of almost all important articles of 
import, except opium. The consumption of all articles of cotton and 
woollen manufacture appears to have fallen off, and the trade has been 
one of little profit to the importers. Added to this, the cargoes from 
the north of China, consisting principally of peas and beancake, have 
steadily lost money ; and the importation of rice, both from foreign 
countries and from Chinese ports, has been generally disastrous, rice 
being cheaper here now than it has been for many years, owing to the 
quantities thrown into the port. 

As regards shipping, the year had been eminently beneficial, 
especially in the early part, when very high freights were offered 
for rice. There had heen, in consequence, a great increase in the 
number of ships visiting the port—in fact, more ships entered 
and cleared from Swatow during 1872 than during any previous 
year since the port was first opened to foreigners. There were 609 
entries and 617 clearances, representing a total tonnage of 281,825 
and 284,432 respectively, BA that of the former 388, with a ton- 
nage of 190,138, and of the latter 394, with a tonnage of 192,356, 
were wnder the British flag. 


The number of foreign residents at Swatow is stated to be 128, 

of whom 52 are British subjects. 
CANTON. 

Consul Robertson reports an improvement in trade as compared 
with 1871, which, he considers, indicates that time alone is re- 
quired for the restoration of the port to something like its former 
importance. The value of the Import trade for the year is re- 
turned at £3,675,558, an increase of £460,372 upon the preceding 
year, the value for which was £3,214,656. As reganda the in- 
crease or diminution of the various articles imported no reliable 
estimate could be formed, as the trade is almost entirely in the 
hands of the Chinese. 


With reference to Exports the report says :—“ Canton has 
somewhat fallen from its high estate as an export market, but 
the energy and natural mercantile bent of the people has saved it 
not only from utter annihilation but raised it to something like 
its former importance. This, however, must be understood to 
refer rather to a native than a foreign standard, for as a foreign 
mart it ranks far below its competitors.” The value of the Ex- 
ports for the year is returned at an increase of £726,727, com- 
pared with the preceding year, the totals being—1871, £5,017,643, 
1872, £5,744,370. ‘Tlie export of tea had increased by 
2,649,066 Ibs. in quantity, and £139,065 in value. The export 
of silk showed a decrease of 1,406 piculs in quantity, but an 
increase of £56,284 in value. 


In commenting upon the production of tea Mr. Robertson 
writes :— 

Reference has been made in former reports to the article called 
“Lie Tea,” which is composed of various substances, and principally of 
the cactus leaf and the sweepings and duat of the tea godowns. Large 
quantities are made in Canton for mixing with the true teas, and it is 
difficult to detect the adulteration. The admixture of iron filings is 
also frequent. And this is particularly observable in the teas of 1871 
and 1872 seasons. The teamen have been warned against the prac- 
tice, but it still prevails, and probably will, until the law against the 
adulteration of food is enforced in England, and reclamations are made 
here in consequence. 


With reference to the opium trade the report says :— 


Under any circumstances, the native can never compete with the 
foreign opium, the strength and flavour of the latter being wanting in 
it, and it is chiefly used for mixing purposes by the very poor, who 
cannot afford the more expensive kinds. Of course, the use and abuse 
of this drug is much exaggerated. Taking the total import into China 
at 12,800,000 lbs. during the year, what is that fora population num- 
bering, more or less, about 400,000,000 ? The fact is, the use of opium 
is confined to narrower limits than is gencral supposed, and excess in 
its consumption is the exception, and not the rule. To confirmed 
smokers it becomes a necessity of existence, otherwise it is esteemed a 
luxury. R 

The report concludes with the following remarks :—< 

Great complaints have been sent out from the London and Lyons 
silk markets with respect to the uncvenness and coarseness of the 
thread from bad and hasty reeling and false packing, which comprises 
damping it, and including foreign substance to give it undue weight, 
much of the silk losing as much as from 6 to 8 lbs. in transition. This 
will probably be corrected when foreign merchants have their own go- 
downs, and can dry the hanks before packing, which has been done 
already in one or two cases with a marked good effect, although not 
quite agreeable to the Chinese seller, In the case of teas, also, the 
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frauds in make-up are flagrant, requiring great care and experience to 
detect them. All this is very much to be regretted, and the remedy 
for it is, to some extent, obvious but difficult of attainment, and that is, 
bringing to bear against the Chinese the same tactics they employ, viz., 
“combination.” If the foreign merchants would combine together, and 
refuse to purchase ill-madesilk and doctored tea, the thing would cease ; but 
thisdjey cannot do where competition prevails, and consequently there 
is small prospect of relief on this side. But if we complain of the dis- 
honesty of the Chinese in such matters, and show them that they must 
be sufferers in the long run, are we ourselves setting them an example 
of “commercial integrity?” It seems not, if the discussion on Man- 
chester mildew which has been going on for some time between Cham- 
bers of Commerce and manufacturers goes to prove any thing. If goods 
are sized to give them weight (by which they are sold) to an extent 
which causes fermentation in transition, does not this look very like 
practising ourselves what we denounce in others? Without, however, 
going further into this question, one thing may be safely assumed, 
that, unless we can beat the Chinese as manufacturers by the goodness, 
cheapness, and honesty of our merchandise, the import trade of Creat 
Britain with China, of which such great hopes were entertained at the 
signing of the first Treaty, will end in being a disappointment instead 
of a benefit to both countries. 





GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hampore, Serr. 30. 

Preparations for the general elections of members for the German 
Parliament, whose triennial duration expired with the end of the last 
session, are now being made in all parts of the Empire, and committecs 
formed for carrying the election of candidates of the different political 
parties. No such committee has, however, hitherto been formed here, 
and there is plenty of time to do so, as the elections are not expected to 
take place before the month of December. Although nothing official 
has yet been published, as matters now stand it appears to be the in- 
tention of the Government to convene Parliament for a short session 
early next spring to pass a few important Bills, and then adjourn till 
the autumn and hold the chief session in October, November, and De- 
cember of next year. One of the first measures for the short apring 
session will be the settlement of the Bank question, which will not ad- 
mit of any further postponement. The Federal Council, which after the 
aummer vacation is now re-axsembled, is engaged in framing the draft 
gof the Bill in a comprehensive and liberal spirit, and we shall see in the 

pring what the new Parliament and public opinion say to it. Consul- 
tations are now going on in the Prussian Cabinet as to the best way of 
fixing for the future the period for the annual Parliamentary Session, 
the general feeling being in favour of having it in the last three months 
of the year, so as to have it over by Christmas, and then convene the 
Pruasian Diet in the beginning of the new year. This appears a good 
arrangement enough, but it will require a corresponding alteration in 
the time of meeting of the Diets of the other States of Germany, 
and we know by experience how difficult they are to remove out of their 
accustomed groove. If this alteration be really effected it will also 
necessitate a change in the period of the financial year from January 1, 
now the general date, to April 1, which will create some confusion in 
making up the different budgets of the separate States. But on the 
other hand they can never know beforehand how much they will be 
called upon to pay as their share of the general expenses of the Empire 
till the German Parliament have passed the national Budget for the fol- 
lowing year. 

It is satisfactory to be enabled to state that the great financial crisis 
that has broken out on the other side of the Atlantic has caused but 
little or no losses to the commercial houses either at Berlin, Frankfort, 
Hamburg, or Bremen, though the business carried on between Germany 
and the United States is very extensive, having much increased, both 
in imports and exports, since the formation of regular lines of direct 
steam communication. 

By virtue of the powers vested in the Federal Council by the new 
Currency Law, the Austrian silver florins, half and quarter florins, and 
the Dutch silver pieces of 24 florins are now prohibited to pass in Ger- 
many, and the withdrawal of such a large quantity of small coins from 
circulation causes much inconvenience to the retail trade, as hitherto 
none of the silver and copper coins promised by the Currency Law have 
been made to replace them. But now that the minting of the gold 
pieces of ten and twenty marks exceeds the imposing sum of 800 million 
marks, or forty million sterling, it is considered high time to commence 
making the smaller coins, and steps are now being taken to fill up the 
vacuum caused by the withdrawal and banishment from Germany of 
the above-mentioned Dutch and Austrian coinage. A Berlin paper 
states that the Prince Chancellor has made a contract with the house of 
Messrs. Lisman Brothers at Munich for the manufacture of a very large 
quantity of the small copper coins at their works in Bavaria. This may 
be true, but it is by no means official, and certainly requires confir- 
mation. 

The unfortunate affair of Captain Werner, of the Imperial Navy, and 
his spirited conduct in acting on his own responsibility when in com- 
mand of the ironclad frigate Friedrich Carl, on the coast of Spain—in 
seizing one of the insurgent ships of war for having no papers on board 


and sailing under a red flag—is still the subject of discussion in the 
press, adjd is commented on in various ways according to the different 
views @xthe editors. The last account is that Capt. Werner is to be 


tried 'J-~. court-martial, but that the proceedings have for the present 
been suspended in consequence of his illness, he having reported him- 
self on the sick list. In the meantime it is said that he feels so dis- 
gusted with the ungrateful conduct of the Government towards him 
that he has sent in his resignation, with the intention of retiring from 
active service, and contenting himself with his half-pay. If this be 
confirmed it will have a deplorable effect on the young German Navy, 
ag it will prevent many officera from displaying their zeal and energy 
when they have an opportunity of doing so, and cause them to follow 
the letter, rather thay the spirit, of their instructions, 
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The Nijni-Novgorod fair, which is just over, appears to have been a 
decided failure this year. Great scarcity of money prevails, and the 
number of bills protested on the last day of grace was quite enormous, 
the fatal results being already conspicuous to an alarming degree. Bank- 
ruptcies are announced from many of the provinces, especially among 
the dealers in tea and the manufacturing houses ; and even at Moscow 
several commercial establishments have stopped payment, though none 
among them are of great magnitude. The arrival of M. de Lesseps was 
looked forward to with much impatience, as his project for a railway 
between Orenburg and Peshawur is of considerable importance for the 
merchants that go to the fair at Nijni-Novgorod. Many people, how- 
ever, are under the impression that it would be much better and more 
useful to make the railway from Tjumen through Petropaulovsk and 
Akmolla to Taschkent and Samarcand rather than the proposed line 
through the barren and inhospitable steppes of Central Asia. In this 
way the southern branch of the great Siberian Railway would also be- 
come the principal means of communication between Europe and India. 
The greater the possibility of realising this gigantic project, the more 
needful it becomes for M. de Lesseps to study the commercial interests 
of Russia by his personal presence at Moscow and Nijni-Novgorod. 

Herr Friedrich Wilhelm von Laev has been appointed Vice-Consul 
for the King of Sweden and Norway at Sourabaya, and Mr. C. J. Pear- 
son in a similar capacity at Padang. 

Among the latest arrivals in this city from the Far East I notice the 
following names :—Dr. W. C. Eastlake and servant, from China; E. 
Ritter, from Singapore ; G. Dorn, from Yokohama; F. Lancken, from 
China ; W. Kriiger, from Rangoon; H. P. Hanssen, from Shanghai ; 
Capt. and Mrs. Jurgenson, from China; W. Mundt, from Bassein ; 
Messrs. Levysohn and Sander, from China. ? 

The directors of the German Steamship Company of this city have 
determined to extend their field of operations to Japan. Their first 
vessel—the Atalanta—is advertised to sail to-day to Yokohama, calling 
at Penang, Singapore, Hong Kong, and Shanghai, to discharge and load 
cargo. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RortrerDaM, Oct. 1. 

After a very lengthened but unimportant debate, the Address in 
reply to the Speech from the Throne was approved of by the Second 
Chamber by sixty-one against seven votes. So ended the ouverture of 
the session. The members then proceeded at once with the examination 
of the East India Budget in “ section,” and we may expect that the 
report will soon be published. It isto be hoped that the Chamber will 
become practical. The greatest difficulty in the way of the Cabinet 
will be to find a new Minister for the War Department. Up to this 
moment not a single name is mentioned in connection with the post. 

Great complaints are made in Harderwyk about the volunteers who 
have engaged for service with the East India army. The greater part 
of them are foreigners—French, German, English, Danish, and Swedish. 
The great trouble is that they cannot either understand one another, 
@ even the orders of their commanding officers, and consequently the 
confusion of Babel prevails. It need scarcely be added that the tone of 
morality prevailing among them leaves much to be desired, owing to 
the large bounties which have been paid them by the Government. 
The number of Dutchmen who volunteer for service in the Atchin war 
is very small, which is the more to be regretted, because such an amal- 
gamation of foreigners cannot but have a bad influence upon the organ- 
isation of our East India army. 

Mr. Otto van Rees started by last mail for Batavia. The Minister of 
the Colonial Department accompanied him from the Hague to this 
town. 

The League of Peace held a meeting some days ago at the Hague, 
Your compatriot, Mr. Henry Richard, made the principal speech, which 
was much applauded, and which has been translated in full by the 
Dutch papers. A banquet was given to this gentleman in recognition 
of his services to the League. 

There is still a great lack of medical officers for the East India ser- 
vice, although the Minister has made the conditions still more accept- 
able.

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

Our Produce Markets have been very animated. The Trading Com- 
pany’s auctions of Sugar and Tin have taken place, whilst the private 
transactions in Coffee, Sugar, and Spices have been of much importance. 

CorFEE.—The market looks very healthy, and but small parcels are 
offered, but the demand is also limited, in consequence of the financial 
crisis in America. The transactions have included about 8,000 bales, 
ex several vessels. 

Raw Sccar.—The Trading Company has offered in public auction 
87,123 mats Java. The whole quantity was sold at f.8 to f.64 under 
November for the brown quality, £.54 to £.3% for the yellow, whilst for 
the white sorts £.24 under November was paid. Since the auctions 
there is but little demand, and the article looks dull. About 6,000 
mats changed hands. 

Sricts have met with a good demand, especially Cloves, of which 
200 bales, ex County of Ayr, were sold ; 118 chests Mace, ex Jan van 
Brakel, were taken from the market, likewise 10 casks Mace. The 
news about the Banda crop of the last-named article is not favourable, 

ToBacco.—Java : Some small parcels of sundry marks have changed 
hands, but no particulars transpire. 

Rattans.—Sixty piculs, ex Arlington, 145 piculs, ex Niphon, have 
changed hands. 

Tea.—In waiting for the public auctions there is out a small business 
doing for home consumption. 

Inpico.—On the 6th inst. important auctions will take place, which 
check all business, 

Trn.—The Trading Company sold in auction on the 25th ult. 30,055 
slabs Banca, which were sold at £.74} to f.76, being on a £.75.06, 
Some transactions have since taken place at £,75 to £753.

THE CONSULAR REPORTS FROM JAPAN. 

Tur Consular Reports from Japan for the year 1872 
furnish additional testimony to the wonderful progress that 
has of late been made in that country. Many of the re- 
forms mentioned are so new and so startling that we might 
well have expected to find the reports filled with expressions 
of approval and admiration. We hear of railways having 
been opened ; of the construction of a telegraphic line con- 
necting Yedo and Yokohama, Hiogo and Osaka and Naga- 
saki with the telegraphic system of the world ; of the in- 
troduction of gas into many of the large towns ; of the 
adoption of a postal system ; of the establishment of a law 
tribunal ; and of the making of good roads. And yet the 
Minister and Consuls are not satisfied. Sir Harry PARKES 
complains of a twelvemonth’s delay in the completion of the 
telegraphic line spoken of. Consul ROBERTSON regrets that 
the postal system is not quite perfect, and appears to think 
it lamentable that the people have not yet learned to ap- 
preciate all the benefits which may ultimately be expected 
to arise from it. That the manner in which Government 
rice was exported from Kanagawa was not in accordance 
with the most approved mode of conducting business in 
Europe is also a matter of surprise to the same officer, and 
other Consuls utter similar complaints. Now when it is re- 
membered that in the short space of fifteen years Japan 
has sprung from the darkness of the middle ages into the 
light of modern civilisation, this carping disposition on the 
part of the Consuls is calculated to excite surprise. But it 
is at the same time highly complimentary to the Japanese. 
The fact is the governing classes have shown such a desire to 
Europeanise the country, and the natives of all classes have 
displayed such an aptitude for the enjoyment of the ad- 
vanced form of civilisation that foreigners resident in Japan, 
forgetting that the natives are really only in the chrysalis 
stage, seemed disposed to regard them as fully developed 
butterflies. We would suggest that these over-exacting 
officials should be transferred to ports in China for a year, 
and they would then be in a better position to appreciate 
the progress that has been made in Japan. 

On the whole, the trade of the country during the year 
appears to have been ina flourishing condition. The foreign 
trade shows an increase of nearly $8,500,000 in imports, 
and about $5,000,000 in exports, over that of 1871. This 
improvement was shared by all the ports. $7,000,000 
falling to the share of Kanagawa, $5,000,000 to that of 
Hiogo-Osaka, $750,000 to that of Nagasaki, and $131,000 
to that of Hakodadi. The trade in tea, tobacco, coal, and 
wax showed the largest proportional increase, and held out 
every promise of a continued advance. The condition of 
other branches of commerce were more checkered. The 
taste of the Japanese changes quickly, and importers of 
shirtings and piece goods have to watch the market very 
carefull , and to time the arrivals of the consignments so 
as to meet the wants of the consumers. As Mr. ROBERTSON 
remarks, “the trade is in a great measure losing its staple 
“ character, and is assimilating to the Cape trade, that is, 
“ one of ‘notions.’” Fluctuations are noticed also in the 
silk trade, owing to tricks practised by the growers, and 
during the first six months of the season 1872-73 the actual 
shipments from Kanagawa showed a decrease of nearly 900 
bales as compared with the corresponding period of the 
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season 1871-2. On the other hand, there were not wanting 
growing indications of a more settled and peaceful dispo- 
sition among the natives than had existed formerly. Mr. 
Gower reports from Hiogo-Osaka that there was an in- 
crease in nearly all departments of imports except that of 
arms and ammunition, the demand for which had almost 
entirely ceased ; and Mr. FLOWERS states that, while at 
Nagasaki, lead, which during the supremacy of the warlike 
Darmios had always been in brisk demand, was a drug in 
the market, a good trade was carried on in nail rod and 
bar iron. Altogether the tone of the Reports is a healthy 
one, and though there will be times of depression in this 
as in every trade, it may yet fairly be anticipated that, with 
the immense mineral wealth contained beneath the soil, the 
commercial prosperity of Japan will be continuous and pro- 
gressive. 











BAKSHISH IN THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 

THE practice of receiving presents, which was “ ir’ 
augurated” with Sir H. ORD and the colonial system in 
the Straits Settlements, is already bearing bitter fruit for 
the public service. Its tendency is, obviously, to corrupt, 
and wherever it prevails the world will be but too ready to 
attribute every public act to corruption. This topic has 
been lately more than once forced on our attention in 
colonial circles, and it is becoming the subject of some very 
plain speaking in the columns of the Straits Times. Those 
who can read between the lines will understand better 
than distant readers the hard hits of Mrs. BELINDA DE 
BAKSHEESH in the Straits Times of the 16th Aug. ; but “A 
Merchant” is more specific. In a letter to the same 
paper, complaining that Sir H. Orp had thought fit, 
at a time when his successor was already appointed, 
to take the extraordinary step of granting a reversion- 
ary lease, from next January, of the opium and spirit 
farms to the present farmers, apparently without 
competition, he asks whether “the Attorney-General is the 
“ salaried servant of the farmers, receiving $1,000 a-year 
“under what is called a retainer ; whether such annual 
“ payment was voluntarily paid to him, or was made the 
“ subject of importunity on his part; and what legal ser- 
“« vices he has rendered ?” and he asks also for a commis- 
sion “to inquire into the practice by his Excellency the 
“ Governor of receiving presents from different persons, 
“ native chiefs and others, and the time and occasion when 
“ those presents were received.” Another communication 
in a later number of the same paper returns to the charge 
in a similar spirit; and if the Colonial-office is jealous 
of the character of its officials, it will see the necessity 
of inquiring how far the general reports on this sub- 
ject are well founded. The natives of the East are 
supposed to regard corruption among themselves as a very 
venial offence ; but they have been taught hitherto to be- 
lieve that Englishmen hold it in peculiar horror and scorn ; 
and it will never do to let the idea spread among them 
that the old East India Company was over prudish, and 
that their new masters of Downing-street are not particular 
about the cleanliness of their employés’ hands. The first 
and immediate mischief of the practice is, that it spreads 
corruption down to the lowest ranks of the service. If a 
Governor may accept a present, a similar liberty must ke 
conceded to a magistrate, and the policeman who is charged 
before the latter with taking a bribe of a few cents will 
| plead that what the law calls by that ugly name is only a 
present, and that in accepting it he only followed the ex- 
ample of his superiors. The worthy magistrate would find 
the native mind anything but subtle in apprehending 
the distinction between Bribe and Bakshish; he 
would only prove to the Malay peon that it was 
a crime for a little official to take cents, while it 
remained decent and suitable for a big one to take a Facet 
some kris, or to suffer his wife to accept a diamond. ring. 
Then follows another mischief ; when the public fin: that 
presents are received, it brands with an indiscriminating 
verdict of corruption any public act with which it is dis- 
pleased. Is the Opium Farm let to the Attorney-General’s 
clients under unsatisfactory circumstances? The amount 
of the retainer which they pay that gentleman is contrasted 
with the slender legal services which he renders them, and 
with the more solid services which his position seems to 
enable him to rendey ; and in the same breath we are told 
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broadly that the Governor is given to accepting presents ! | 
In the same way, when it is said that TUNKU UDIN enjoys : 
all the “moral” support of the local Government against | 
his own people in Salangore, it is added that he is an | 
adroit and frequent administrator of diamonds, tin, and 
e*her acceptable offerings. Such judgments are no doubt 
unjust, and yet they will inevitably be formed as long as any 
foundation for them is suffered to exist. If men entrusted 
with responsible public offices in the East will condescend 
to accept presents in any shape, or even hospitalities or 
other favours of any kind which can be afterwards exposed 
to sinister construction, they may depend upon it that they 
will become the objects of distrust, suspicion, and contempt, 
as well as the instruments of scattering corruption broad- 
cast in the subordinate ranks of the service. And if there 
be any who need a law to restrain them from such prac- 
tices, the sooner the Colonial-office makes such a law the 
better for the honour of its department.

TEA. 


Messrs. Beebe’s Circular says :—During the month an active demand 
for Greens and liberal one for other descriptions of Tea has prevailed, 
and prices are generally higher. Sales are reported from first hands to 
theaggregate of 122,000 packages. Greens : The sales include most of the 
new crop Pingsueys to hand via P. M.S. 8S. Co., and some 7,000 pack- 
ages of old. An advance of 3 to 5 cts, on fine to finest chops of Teenki 
and Moyune and the higher lines of other grades has been realised, the 
market closing less active but firm, at the improvement. Our quotations 
indicate the outturn of new Pingsueys pretty clearly, and we apprehend 
show little or no profit to importers. So far as these Teas have come 
under our observation, they are less objectionable on the score of paint, 
and more desirable in the cup than those of last season’s import, though 
wanting somewhat in strength and shape. Japans: Have been more 
freely dealt in. The receipts of the new crop via P. M. 8. S. Co. have 
been barely sufficient to meet the consumptive demand, and have been 
readidly taken on arrival, at an advance of 3 to 5 cts. on last month’s 
quotations. Old crop goods were neglected until within the last two 
weeks, since which an active demand has prevailed for them, and an 
advance on previous prices of 4 to 7 cts. has been realised. Oolongs : 
During the first two weeks of the interval a fair business was done, 
jobbers buying mainly to replenish their stocks, and at prices showing 
an improvement of 1 to 2 cts. on cargo grades, since which the market 
has remained inactive, but holders are firm in their views pending 
further developments in China, in reference to scttlements of the new 
crop. Formosas have ruled steady, with a slight improvement in cargo 
grades. Congou and Souchongs: A moderate business has been done, 
and prices realised show an improvement on last: month's quotations of 
2 to 3 cts. on the lower grades. The market closes firm for Greens and 
Japans, and steady for other descriptions. 





Correr.—As extensive purchases are out of the question, owing to 
the absence of arrivals, the quotations for Brazil Coffee are merely 
nominal.
